Anti-Jewish Disorders at Zhitomir of a 
Serious Nature. 
KlefT, May ll.—Reports of the anti- 
Jewish disorders at Zhitomir, which 
were chiefly confined to May 7, though 
beginning the preceding day and con­ 
tinuing In minor form through May 
8. indicate that they were participated 
in chiefly by roughs. 
The number of 
dead is eighteen, 
of whom thirteen 
were Jews 
and three students. 
Ac­ 
cording to reports received at Kieff, 
Zhitomir has now been pacified, mar­ 
tial law having been declared on May 
9 and a proclamation of the govern­ 
ment ot Volhynta province has been 
published warning citizens that any 
further exhibitions of disorder will he 
relentlessly put down. 
Reports that 
Jews were 
being massacred 
caused 
great excitement throughout the coun­ 
try districts. 
Many farmers from the 
surrounding country 
came to Zhito­ 
mir, attracted by the reports. 
Reports 
received here attribute the beginning 
of the disorder to tile murder of Chief 
of Police Kugaroff, 
but declare that 
that crime was due to j>orsonal reasons 
not connected with race hatred.

Guthrie, Okla., May ll.—Late reports 
from Hobart, Okla., and Chickasha, I. 
T., place the number of dead and in­ 
jured in the tornado at Synder, Okla., 
at 500. 
The 
storm broke over 
the 
town at l l o’clock at night, complete­ 
ly demolishing it, as near as reports 
can be obtained. 
The first news of the disaster was re­ 
ceived at Hobart, Okla., by telephone, 
giving a bald statement of the tornado 
having struck the town 
The wires, 
both telegraph and telephone, are pros­ 
trated and no further news has been 
obtained from Snyder. 
It is now impossible to reach Law­ 
ton, Okla.. the nearest telephone ex­ 
change to Snyder, and all telegraphic 
connections 
are reported 
down be­ 
tween that place and Snyder. 
Rescue trains have started from Ho­ 
bart, 
Okla., and 
Chickasha, 
I. T., 
which will arrive at Snyder during the 
morning. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., May ll.—It is 
reported from Hobart, via Chickasha, 
that between 350 and 400 people are 
dead at Snyder, and that bodies are 
scattered all over the streets and sur- 
rouniiing country. 
The storm struck the town from the 
southwest, traveling north until about 
IOO yards from the Oklahoma City and 
Western railway track.

course through

business portion of town. 
North of 
the track not a building is left stand­ 
ing. 
The first relief train sent from 
Hobart has arrived on the scene.

“French duplicity,” the Nichi Nichi 
says, “affords the occasion.” 
Continuing, the Nichi Nichi declares 
that the 
assistance given 
Vice Ad­ 
miral Rojestvensky is a clear breach 
of neutrality and a violation of a defi­ 
nite pledge given to Japan. 
The Nichi Nichi says further: 
“Japan is justified in asuming that 
France is deliberately assisting Rus­ 
sia. 
France's position as Russia’s ally 
is entitled to some sympathy, but after 
France gave a definite pledge nothing 
remains to exonerate France from the 
charge of duplicity. 
Japan never sus­ 
pected that the French republic would 
he guilty of double dealing. 
The pres­ 
tige of France as a champion of civili­ 
zation demands that she correct her 
attitude and exonerate herself of the 
charge of baseness.” 
In conclusion, the Nichi Nichi says: 
“Let France either publicly range 
herself on the side of Russia or manful­ 
ly adhere to the principle of strict neu 
trality.”

Defendant In Murder Trial Testifies in 
His Own Behalf. 
Mankato, Minn., May ll.—Dr. George 
R. Koch, on trial for the murder of Dr. 
1.. A. Gebhardt at New Ulm, was on 
the stand for four hours 
during the 
day In his own defense. 
Firmly but 
with reticence the witness told of his 
actions on the night of the murder and 
ended by saying that never in all the 
time of his business rivalry with Dr. 
Gebhardt had he shown 
or felt any 
enmity toward the murdered mun. 
While on the witness stand the ac­ 
cused man made the same good im­ 
pression he did at the previous trial. 
Cool and collected, he showed no feel­ 
ing except when in cross-examination 
by Mr. Childs, for the state, he smiled 
at some of the attorney’s unusual ques­ 
tions. 
little by little the attorneys 
for the defendant secured the young 
man’s statement regarding his actions 
on the night of the murder, beginning 
with the first visit to the office when 
Dr. Koch went after the bottle of per­ 
fume, and ending with the accusation 
of murder made by the Brown county 
grand jury. 
The dentist’s attorneys in their ques­ 
tions dwelt chiefly upon the accused 
mail’s actions on the night of the mur­ 
der, attempting thereby to corroborate 
the alibi statement given previously by 
himself and all the other members of 
the family.

Baron Rosen Will Succeed Him as Rus­ 
sian Ambassador at Washington. 
St. Petersburg, May ll.—The trans­ 
fer of Count Cassini to the embassy at 
Madrid and the nomination of Baron 
Rosen to succeed him as ambassador 
to the United States is officially con­ 
firmed here. 
The change 
was sub­ 
stantially decided upon some months 
ago, but w’aa held in abeyance and it 
was expected that Count Cassini would 
not be relieved until the conclusion of 
the war 
with Japan. 
The 
transfer 
now was precipitated by the resigna­ 
tion of M. Schevtch, the ambassador 
to Madrid, who has 
retired from the 
diplomatic service and been made a 
member of the council of the empire. 
Baron Rosen’s thorough acquaintance 
with far Eastern questions peculiarly 
fit8 him to take Count Cassini’s place. 
The baron and baroness are now in St. 
Petersburg.

Utica, N. Y,, May ll.—Fire at night 
played havoc with the business cen­ 
ter of Utica. Loss, 1450,000. 


May^-bb—Fifty per- 
sons were killed and IOO injured as 
the result of a train wreck here, ac­ 
cording to best information obtainable. 
An express train of the Pennsylva­ 
nia railroad ran into a freight train in 
which there were two cars loaded with 
dynamite 
at 1:10 o’clock 
Thursday 
morning in South Harrisburg, near the 
plant of the Paxtand Light, Heat and 
Power company. 
Three terrific explosions that broke 
windows all over the city followed and 
the two trains were completely wreck­ 
ed and took fire. 
It, was estimated at 
o’clock that 50 persons were killed 
and IOO injured, though these figures 
may be too small. 
It is impossible to ascertain the exai t 
number of fatalities bec ause the wrec k­ 
age is still ablaze and unapproachable, 
in which many of the passengers and 
some members of the train crews azo 
pinned. 
Many small ex plosion a occurred con­ 
tinually. 
When the first explosions occurred 
bodies were thrown clear out of tile 
berths 
in the sleeping cars, 
many 
landing down the 
railroad embank­ 
ment 
and some 
even having

hurled 
into the Susquehanna 
river, 
which parallels the railroad in that lo­ 
cality. 
All the physicians of tho city pro­ 
curable were summoned to work with 
the injured.

SOME FINE POINTS ARE RAISED 


Judgment Ordered for Plaintiff 


in Case of A. S. Patek 
vs 


the Western Union 


Judge McClenahan has ordered judg 
rn-‘ut in two rather important eases and 
the orders have been tiled with Clerk of 
Coact VV. A. M. Johnston. 
Tho motion 
for a now trial in the case of CL A. All- 
bright as executor for Loren EL Warren, 
deceased, vs the Northern 
Pacific E x­ 
press company has been denied. 
I his 
case has been tried twice in the district 
court, both tim esa verdict being return­ 
ed for the plantitT. 
It involved the al­ 
leged 
damages caused for the non-de­ 
livery of some deer hides which tho de­ 
ceased, Warren, shipped via tho express 
company, and outside of the damages 
claimed there are some fine legal points 
which came up for judicial notice and 
which will be of interest to 
many in 
Northern Minnesota where there is so 
much deer anil moose hunting. 
The point on which there was contro­ 
versy was the right of the owner of the 
deer skins to ship them out of the state. 
In his memorandum .Judge MeClenahan 
stated that the case involved practically 
the same question disposed of in the 
case of Linden vs McCormick, 90 Minn., 
337. 
The court stated that the defend­ 
ant company in this case sought to dis­ 
tinguish tho case from the Linden case 
because Sec. 18,Chap.221, General Laws 
of 1897, prohibits the shipm ent out of 
the state of “any clk. deer, moose or car­ 
ibou, or any part thereof, caught, taken 
or killed in this state." 
Conceding that 
it sufficiently appears that the deer from 
which these hides were taken were 
caught, taken or killed in the state, the 
court was unable to distinguish this 
case from the Linden ca-e. 
'rile pre­ 
sumption is, according to the evidence, 
that the skins were taken lawfully and 
such boing the case, to hold, that one 
who had acquired 
the skins in good 
faith could not send them out of the 
state to be tanned 
tanning being one 
of the necessary processes in the inarm 
facture of the skins into m ittens and 
gloves 
would seem illogical and, in 
some cases, might amount to a practical I 
deprivation of property legally acquired. 
If this is tho case why could not this 
I 
theory be applied in a enso after the 
mittens and gloves are manufactured? 
In conclusion the court said: 
“That the 
skins N question were acquired in good 
faith is beyond controversy and the 
limit of the state’s power, referred to in 
tho case cited, was, in my judgment, ex­ 
ceeded by its agents in 
this instance,” 
The plaintiff was represented bv W. WL 
Lane and C. A. Allbright and the de­ 
fendant company by Polk & Polk. 
An order has

Western Union Telegraph 
Company. 
In this case 
the court found for the 
plaintiff. 
This case involves the much 
mooted question whether the construc­ 
tion of a telegraph or telephone pole in 
a public street of a city, with consent of 
the municipal authorities, constitutes 
and additional servitude for which and 
by which an abuttment property own­ 
ers property is thereby impaired may 
recover damages. 
The particular instance is where the 
Western Union erected a pole in front 
of the Patek block on Seventh street. 
The court decided that a special injury 
had been done here and judgment was 
therefore entered for tho plaintiff.

stay of 20 days was ordered. 
Attorney Ferguson, of Minneapolis, 
appeared for the defendant company 
and Attorney A. E. Howe appeared for 
plaintiff.

Chicago, May 11.—The committee of 
labor men appointed to f all upon Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt and lodge with him a 
protest against 
the employment 
of 
federal 
troops 
during 
the 
present 
team sters’ strike was granted an au­ 
dience late In the afternoon. 
The com­ 
mittee consisted of Cornelius P. Shea, 
president OI the International Brother­ 
hood of Teamsters; Charles Doh], pres­ 
ident of the Chicago Federation of La­ 
bor; Joseph O’Neil, vice president of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor; T. 
P. Quinn, ti member of the Canvassers' 
union, and ’I'. Rlckert, president of the 
Garment Workers’ International union. 
(Jutside of tilt* members of the com­ 
mittee and President Roosevelt and 
Secretary I>oeb, no one 
was present 
during the conference. 
The following 
account of what passed in the room 
was given out by Secretary Loeb: 
After presenting tile protest to the 
president, Mr. Shea, acting as spokes­ 
man, said: 
“We are here as a committee to pre­ 
sent to you a statement stating our po­ 
sition in this controversy between the 
employers’ anociation and the team ­ 
sters’ association. 
We 
have under­ 
stood that they had asked your aid for 
bringing 
troops into 
Chicago. 
We 
want lo present our position to you.” 
Mr. Quinn said: 
“It will take about 
ten minutes to read this; perhaps we 
had better leave It with you.” 
Protest Strongly Worded. 
The protest against the sending of 
federal troops to Chicago was strongly 
worded and ( barged that the employ­ 
ers have repeatedly 
spurned the re­ 
quest of the labor leaders for arbitra­ 
tion and declared the employers open­ 
ly boasted that federal troops would 
hat k up the employers’ side of the con­ 
troversy. 
Declaring that the workers 
will abide by the decision of an arbi­ 
trator, even should that decision fail 
to be all that might be hoped for, the 
appeal to the president closed with the 
request that he consider all the facts 
in 
the case before 
he permits 
any 
abuse of federal power in complying 
with a request for troops 
The president said that he would 
read it at 
once, and after 
doing so 
said: 
“ I have read the petition you have 
presented to me, the 
conclusion of 
which is a request for a hearing before 
any action be taken 
by the federal 
president relating to the Chicago strike 
situation. 
As yet no suggestion of any 
kind has come to me from any source 
that I should take any action. 
Of the 
merits of the case I am wholly igno­ 
rant. 
I have no 
knowledge of what 
the situation is or of what steps should 
be taken to end it. 
I feel, however, 
that in view of one statement, or series 
of statements, in your letter I ought to 
say this: 
I regret that you should in 
the letter have spoken at all of the use 
of the federal army as you have there 
spoken. 
No request has been made 
to me for action by the federal gov­ 
ernment, 
but at the same 
time, Mr. 
Sh* a, as you have In this co in in UTH, a* 
tlori to me brought up tHat fact, I want 
to say one thing with all the emphasis 
in my power. 
In upholding law and 
order, in doing what he Is able to do 
to suppress mob violence in any shape 
or way, the mayor of Chicago, Mayor 
Dunne, has my hearty support. 
I am 
glad to he able to say this to you gen­ 
tlemen, before I say 
it to any other 
body. 
Now let me repeat that. J know 
nothing <»l th** facts of the situation; I 
know nothing 


Of the Rights or Wrongs 
of the points at issue; what I have to 
say Is based purely upon what I regard 
as the unfortunate phrasing of a letter 
presented 
to the 
president 
of 
tile 
United States. 
I have not been ( ailed 
upon to interfere in any way, but you 
must not misunderstand my attitude. 
In every effort of Mayor Dunne to pre­ 
vent violent e by mobs or individuals, 
to see that the laws are obeyed and 
that order 
is preserved, he 
has the 
hearty support of the president of tho 
United States, and in my judgment ho 
should have that of every good citizen 
of the United States. 
"Now gentlemen, it has been a great 
pleasure to see you, and I am glad to 
have had 
the chanco to say 
this to 
you.” 
President 
Shea 
of the 
team sters’ 
union then explained the position of 
the strikers, deprecating mob violence 
and opposing the use of troops. 
The president replied to this by re 
punting hts previous 
statement with 
emphasis. 
This closed the interview 
and the committee withdrew’. 
It was generally understood by both 
sides to th** strike that thoro would be 
no disturbances while President Roose­ 
velt was in the city. 
Notwithstanding 
■this passive agreement, thero were a 
number 
of outbreaks, one 
of them 
taking place on 
Michigan avenue, a 
short time after President Roosevelt 
Iiad passed along, and in which a num ­ 
ber of men were cut and shot, three of 
them badly injured. 
The em ployers se n t out m ore wa­ 
gons during th e day, w ith few er guard# 
th a n at any previous tim e.

President Roosevelt was 
at night the chiel guest at a magnifi­ 
cent banquet tendered to him by the 
Iroquois club, the* leading Democratic 
organization of Illlinois. 
Surrounded J 
byr men who have fought against him 
in two national campaigns, who depre j 
cate many of his avowed policies and , 
who have frowned upon some of his po- j 
itical 
actions, 
the 
president 
was i 
cheered to the echo as he entered and J 
left, the banquet hall, was applauded 
with enthusiasm throughout 
his a d ­ 
dress and at its close and was given to 
understand that in his case political 
differences were not a personal Issue. 
The banquet, which was from first 
to last an ovation, was given entire­ 
ly by Democrats to the leader of their 
political opponents and many of th* 
kindly personal references 
made by 
the speakers of the evening, the m a­ 
jority of whom are men of Democratic 
faith, deeply touched the president, in 
his 
manner 
and words he 
evinced 
throughout the evening a deep gratifi­ 
cation at the warmth of his reception 
from men who have fought him in po­ 
litical battles 
before now and 
are 
ready to fight him again tomorrow if 
they considered It necessary. Through­ 
out the entire evening, however, ran 
the dominant note of admiration for 
the character of and friendship for the 
man himself.

Lewis, C. F. Gunther, Mayor Dunne, J. 
M. Dickinson and Governor Deneen 
delivered addresses. 
President Roosevelt wtis in Chica­ 
go for twelve and one-half hours, and 
of 
that time 
eleven 
and 
one-half 
hours were given to the public. From 
his arrival until his departure the pro­ 
gramme outlined for his entertainment 
was carried through without delay, and 
without unpleasant 
feature or unto­ 
ward Incident. 
Th** president’s train 
reached the 
city at almost 
exactly noon. 
From 
12:30 until 2:30 he was the guest of 
honor at a luncheon given by the Mer­ 
chants’ club at the Auditorium hotel. 
He then went to the Hamilton club and 
in addition to greeting the members of 
that organization, he held a reception 
for the Harvard graduates of Chicago, 
who called upon him 150 strong. 
The president then returned to th** 
Auditorium hotel, where he was al­ 
lowed to rest until a few minutes be­ 
fore C o’clock 
At 6 o'clock he enter 
od the Fine Arts building, where for 
an hour be received the members of 
the Iroquois club aud their friends. At 
7 o’clock he entered the banquet hall, 
where he remained until ll o’clock, 
when he left the hull for his room to 
prepare for the trip 
to the depot of 
the Pennsylvania road. 
Although a 
smart rain was failing a large crowd 
was gathered around 
the hotel en­ 
trance to see the president depart. 
At 12:10 promptly the train pulled 
out for Washington.

Luther Burbank, tin* California hor 
ticulturist. is making some wonderful 
experiments to produce new potatoes, 
tubers that may eclipse any other yet 
given to man. says the Bauta Rosa 
(Cal.) correspondent of tin* San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, it may seen* almost 
Incomprehensible to tflo average reader 
should a statem ent be made that Mr. 
Burbank has at this present moment 
more than lo,dim) varieties of potatoes 
with which he is experimenting. Yet 
such is the fact. Aud out of these thou­ 
sands of all sorts and conditions of tu­ 
bers are to <**>mo the newer and better 
varieties that may completely revolu­ 
tionize tin* potato world. 
Another wonderful creation and pro­ 
duction of Burbank which will come 
In under the head of the potato exper­ 
iments, but is even more wonderful. Is 
this: Burbank has produced a “potato 
fruit.” Briefly summarized, Ute evolu­ 
tion is ii m atter of planting a tuber and 
gathering from the potato vine a lus- 
clous white fruit, one that is delightful­ 
ly palatable and makes excellent pre­ 
serve. There are people in Santa Rosa 
who have eaten the potato fruit and its 
preserve and are delighted with it. 
Mr. Burbank bas limned the potato 
fruit “pomato.” When compared with 
a tomato th** pomato is smaller lu size 
and its m eat is white instead of red. it 
is higher flavored. In other words, its 
flavor is that of a fruit rather than a 
vegetable. Burbank speaks of the cre­ 
ation of tin* pomato as resulting from 
the turning of the plant life in an oppo­ 
site direction. 
“Instead of cultivating tubers we 
now cultivate fruit, and the tubers are 
of secondary consideration,” he says, 
“tile fruit on the vine being the main 
object.” 
The pomato has not been sent out as 
yet. 
It must be more nearly perfect 
before it leaves its creator’s hands for 
the world at large. 
But to return to the potato experi­ 
ments. 
Chief among tile experimental 
work with the tubers was and is the 
crossing of the Solanum commersoni, a 
wild species of the potato which grows 
on the Mercedes river, in South Amer­ 
ica, with the common potato. 
The 
aforenamed potato was discovered some 
ten years ago, aud specimens were tak­ 
en to Paris, and for almost a decade 
Dr. Heckel studied uud tried to hy­ 
bridize it. 
Finally he sent Luther Bur­ 
bank a single eye, and twelve months 
after the distinguished scientist com­ 
menced his experiments he had se­ 
cured 120 hybrid seedlings from it 
Burbank Is also experimenting with- 
another new species of tuber—the So­ 
lanum magi!, which grows on tile west 
coast of South America in the high 
mountains. 
Ile also bas other varie­ 
ties, including the hardy potatoes that 
grow in some parts of the mountains in 
Arizona, in Central America and in the 
high mountainous country of old Mexi­ 
co. 
The hardy qualities of these wild 
potatoes, so to speak, are being com­ 
bined with the ordinary tuber, which 
has to a certain extent almost run its 
race of service. 
Here is the kind of new potato Mr. 
Burbank xviii produce: It will be better 
iu quality, better In flavor, more pro­ 
ductive and of more even size, so as to 
do away with small potatoes altogeth­ 
er, and, then, reserving the best quality 
and most important to the last, a pota­ 
to that xviii resist the various diseases 
known to these tutors. 
The resistant 
feature, Mr. Burbank said, is the most 
difficult of the creative work. 
Mr. Burbank further explained that 
the common potato, the Solanum tu ­ 
berosum, has practically lost the power 
to produce seed balls. Crossing the old 
varieties with the new ones will neces­ 
sarily result in the introduction of new 
varieties that will have new qualities. 
“About bow many varieties of pota­ 
toes have you on bund now, Mr. Bur­ 
bank,” was asked, “with which you 
are experimenting to produce tile new 
potatoes?” 
“Over ID.OOO,” was the ready re­ 
sponse. 
Most of Hie 10,000 varieties 
are hybrid seedlings of Mr. Burbank’s 
own creation. 
These have been pro 
duct*d by (‘tossing, followed by careful 
inspection, testing and selection. 
Mr. 
Burbank 
recently 
commenced 
the 
planting of the 10,000 varieties on his 
experimental grounds. 
The potatoes 
are of till kinds and shapes, some 
round, some square, some long, some 
short, of all colors of the rainbow. 
There are pure white tubers and black 
ones. 
Pink, red, crimson, purple, yel 
low, are among the colors of the pota­ 
toes that art* being planted. When tile 
harvest time comes in the fall possibly 
all but a hundred varieties out of the 
IO,(XX) may be rejected, and the follow­ 
ing year probably this num ber will be 
reduced two thirds, uud so on until per­ 
fection Is attained. 
It will take two or three years at 
least, Mr. Burbank said, to produce the 
new potato, as all the varieties must 
be put through the testing process.

For the 29,723,000 acres remaining 
under cultivation the average condition 
on May I was 92.5 against a condition
